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ARBOclatcd Press Dlnvatchcs to tho HebaldI 
B erlin, March 9.—Tho Emperor 
died holding the Empresa’ hand, llo 
had been in a stupor since 3 o'clock. 
He was delirious for a brief period, at 
5 o’clock, during which ho is reported 
to have exclaimed: “ 1 am a man of 
peace, but if Russia forces me to war, 
I shall faithfully side with my ally 
Austria.” The Emperor is to bo 
buried in the Mausoleum at Char- 
lotteberg. 
Eye-witnesses of the scene3 at the 
death of the Emperor stale that dur­ 
ing the last few hours of his life ho 
suffered no pain. 
Shortly after 8 
o’clock all the members of the family 
staying at the palace, the court dig­ 
nitaries, generals and Ministers of 
State were summoned to the chamber 
in which the Emperor was dying. 
The Empress was in a half sitting 
position on a camp bodstead. All the 
members of the royal family took 
places at the bedstead. The room 
was crowded. 
Prince Wi liain stood nearest tho 
Emperor, half bending over the couch. 
He earnestly watched the face of the 
dying monarch until he expired. 
ANNOUNCED TO TIIE PEOPLE. 
The death of the Emperor was an­ 
nounced to the populace by lowering 
to half mast the standard over the 
palace. Flags at half mast arc dis­ 
played on ull the public buildings. 
An immense concourse of people is 
gathered outside the palace, and the 
multitude is silent and sorrowful. 
AN OFFICIAL PROCLAMATION. 
The Staat2 Anzeiger publishes the 
follow ing proclamation : “ It has pleas­ 
ed God to call his Majesty, the Em­ 
peror and King, our most gracious 
master, from life, after a short illness 
and aitcr a richly blessed reign. The 
whole nation mourns with the royal 
house the decease of the deeply be­ 
loved and venerable monarch, whose 
wisdom has ruled so long and so 
gloriously over iis fortunes in war and 
peace. 
“ M inister of State.” 
HIS LAST HOURS ON EARTH. 
The Re.ichnanzeiger gives tho follow­ 
ing details of the last hours of Em ­ 
peror William : On Wednesday when 
his strength liegun to fail, the 
Emperor spoke repeatedly to Prince 
William about the condition of the 
Crown Prince, and about political 
and military affairs. On Thursday he 
talked with his daughter, the Grand 
Duchess of Baden, ai>out the death of 
her son, Prii.ce Louis. At noon he 
asked for Prince Bismarck, who came 
and conversed witli him on the 
political situation. 
Tnc Emperor 
spoke clearly and thanked the 
Chancellor tor 
his services to 
his country. 
Increased feebleness 
soon followed afterwards, and his voice 
became feebler and feebler, finally 
sinking to a whisper. At five o'clock 
he was so weak that members of the 
family, Prince Bismarck and Count 
Yon Mol ike and servants of the 
household gathered around the bed. 
The Emperor, supported by the doc­ 
tors, held the hand of his wife on one 
side add his daughter's hand on the 
other. Priuc*} William stood at the 
head of the couch. Chaplain Koegel 
spoke 
A FEW WORDS OF CONSOLATION, 
To which tho Emperor whispered oc­ 
casional responses. At 5:30 the pa­ 
tient manifested extreme weakness, 
and death seemed imminent. Sud­ 
denly he rallied, and asked for Count 
Von Moltke aud*Prince William, with 
whom he*alkod about tho slate, army 
and tho Prussian people, entering into 
minute particulars when speaking of 
military matters. To the astonishment 
of tho listeners he then referred to 
Germany’s alliances with various 
countries and the possibility of war; 
but <luring the latter portion of his re­ 
marks fantasies of delirium were 
mingled with coherent utterances. 
This temporary recovery of strength 
lasted till 10 o’clock. At frequent in­ 
tervals he conversed in a touching 
and earnest manner with those about 
him. Between 10 and 12 he appeared 
to be asleep. At about 2 o’eloek it 
was observed that a curious change 
was beginning to take place in the 
Emperor’s face, although there was 
again a slight improvement in his 
condition. But at 7 it was seen that 
his last moments were near and the 
members of his family were again 
summoned to his bedside and at 8:30 
the doctors declared that he was dead. 
IMPRESSIVE SCENES. 
During the last thirty-six hours the 
Emperor was drowsy, delirious aud 
conscious alternately, starting at 
times excitedly to make remarks rela­ 
tive to family or political matters. 
Once he mistook Prince Bismarck for 
tho Crown Prince, and taking his 
hand pleaded that he would ulways 
be kind to the Czar. During the last 
moments the Emperor did not suffer. 
His face wore a tranquil and almost 
smiling expression. A few moments 
before his death the Emperor ex­ 
claimed: “ Fritz, dear Fritz.” 
Count Von Moltke at the closing 
scene was deeply moved and at the 
last wept bitterly. 
SIGNIFICANT UTTERANCES. 
The evening papers contain what 
are reported to be the last words spok­ 
en by the Emperor. They are: 
“ Alexander has promised me that 
he will not make war against us.” 
It is reported that the Emperor al­ 
so said: “I am convinced that we 
ought not to gi> to war with Russia, 
toward whom a most friendly attitude 
ought to be adopted.” 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
Yesterday evening when the Em­ 
peror awoke from the heavy swoon 
into which be had fallen, Chaplain 
Koegel offered up a prayer which con­ 
sisted mostly of selections from the 
bible. Tho Emperor interrupted him 
frequently with the words “that’s 
right,” “ good.” After the Emperor 
had partaken of alittletoodhe seemed 
very ta kative and spoke with Prince 
W illiam, probably renewing the con­ 
versation 
which he 
had with 


him within the last few days. 
He 
spoke in 
a 
clear voice 
ah nit the political situation and 
military arrangements of Germany. 
He mentioned that the reforms lie 
had carried out in the army had been 
copied in France, and lie talked about 
Russia, and expressed the strong 
opinion that Germany would not be­ 
come involved in a* war with that 
country. 
He spoke in the most 
friendly terms of the Austro-German 
relations, but it is not certain whether 
ho was conscious or wandering. Tiie 
Duchess of Baden begged him 
NOT TO TIRE HIMSELF 
With too much talking. 
He answer­ 
ed, “ I have no time to be tired.” 
After a while, however, he fell asleep 
and awoke at about 8 o’el ok. He 
then left his bed aud dressed and 
undressed himself, not allowing any­ 
body to help him. Afierthis he lay 
down again and passed several quiet 
hours. During the night he asked for 
champagne which was given him. 
The doctors were much astonished 
to notice the change for the better, 
but said that the temporary improve­ 
ment was by no means a proof of the 
crisis being passed. Prince Bismarck 
ami Count Von Moltke were more 
hopeful than the doctors and of differ­ 
ent opinion, “for,” they said, “a man 
with such a look on his face is not 
near death.” But, unfortunately, the 
improvement was only deceptive. It 
was 
THE LAST FLICKERING FLAME 
Of lii'o, the vitality of which had sur­ 
]> i-ed the world for many years. Un­ 
til about 2 o’oclock the Palace from 
the outsipe seemed to liavo sunk to 
rest. The lights weie out and all was 
quiet. 
Everything seemed to bo 
alright, but suddenly thewholo build­ 
ing sprang into life, lights were seen 
flitting past windows, and one car­ 
riage after another drove out of 
tho court yard, evidently to bring 
members of the family * for those 
whose fears kept them from sleeping. 
This was a sign that a chango for the 
worse had set in. At short inter­ 
vals 
Prince 
William 
and the 
Princess. Counts Von Moltke and 
Von Stok’berg, all aides-de-camp, 
and othei high court officials ar­ 
rived. 
The Grand 
Duke and 
Duchess of Baden were also seen 
passing over the bridge of communica­ 
tion between the two palaces. 
THE END NEAR. 
Towards 4 o’clock ho became weaker 
ami Prince Bismarck, Count Von 
Moltke and Dr. Koegel were again 
neiit 
for. 
Towards 
C o’clock 
this morning tho Emperor became 
unconscious, and after that time wus 
not able to recognize anybody. Tiie 
Empress had been led away from her 
husband's bedside before this, and 
the Grand Duchess of Baden was so 
overcome that, she too had to leave 
the death-bed 
SUPPRESSED SOnS 
Wore heard throughout the room, 
Prince William stood during the 
whole time at the bed-side, and never 
once took his eyes off his grandfather. 
All at once the Emperor moved his 
arms as if trying to raise himself, his 
chest lioaved with a deep sigh, and 
he fell back on his pillow and all was 
over. 
A REMARKABLE THING 
During his last hours was that, after 
the long silence which was so ominous, 
the Emperor’s first remark was about 
military affairs. Later on lie con­ 
versed with Prince Bismarck, and 
gave orders for his fuueral procession 
to proceed from the royal chapel. 
Prince Bismarck answered: “ We 
have not got as far as that your maj­ 
esty, aud it will be some time before 
we do and besides theso thiD gs have 
been thoroughly settled by your maj- 
ostv •’ 
MESSAGES FROM SAN REMO. 
The Reichmnzciger announces that 
the Chancellor lias received the fol­ 
lowing telegram from the Emperor 
Frederick: 
“ San R emo, M arch 9. 
“ At this moment of deep sorrrow at 
the decease of tho Emperor and King, 
my beloved father, I must express my 
thanks to yon and to the Ministers of 
State for the devotion and loyalty 
with which you all served him. I 
rely upon your assistance in the ardu­ 
ous charge which has devolved upon 
mo. I leave here to-morrow. 
(Signed) 
F rederick.” 
The Emperor lias also forwarded 
tho following ordinanco to the Minis­ 
ter of State on the subject of public 
mourning: “ With iegard to National 
mourning, which has heretofore been 
customary, I will not order any provi­ 
sion, but will rather leave to every 
German to determino how he will 
give expression to hi-? affliction at tho 
death of such a monarch and how 
long he will deem it appropriate to 
resist participation in public enter­ 
tainments.” 
in THU DIET. 
At the opening of tiie Lower 
House 
of 
the 
Prussian 
Diet 
to-day, 
Herr 
von 
Putt-kamer, 
Vice-President 
of 
the 
Prussian 
Ministerial Council, arose and said: 
“I have the sad duty to make a most 
painful communication to the House. 
It has pleased God to call liis Majesty 
the Emperor, in the twenty-eighth 
year of his glorious roign, from his 
earthly existence, by a peaceful death 
at 8:30 this morning. 
You will 
not expect ine, at this 
most 
solemn moment, when sorrow and 
care so deeply stir our hearts 
to attempt to depict the feeling with 
which the whole nation is filled 
through the loss of our most beloved, 
exalted and venerable ruler. I may, 
however, safely and confidently say 
on this day of sore trial, that the 
Prussian people and their representa­ 
tives will now more than ever be 
penetrated by the consciousness that 
tho sorrows of our exalted sovereign’s 
house are theirs, and that the deeper 
the universal pain at the decease of 
our ever remembered King, the 
stronger and more indissoluble will 
be the link uniting Prussia’s sovereign 
house and Prussia’s people in good 
aud evil days. I leave to yourselves 
to tuke such resolutions aB are suit­ 
able to the gravity of the situation.” 
Ilerr Von Koeller, President of the 
House, closed the silting with the 
words, “God protect the royal house 
and fatherland.” 
BISMARCK INFORMS THE REICHSTAG. 
The Reichstag assembled at 12:30 
p. m. amid unusual excitement in the 
lobbies. All tho benches and galler­ 
ies were speedily filled. Piince Bis­ 
marck soon appeared and, after a 
slight pause, said: 
“The sad duty 
devolves upon me of making to you 
an official communication of what 
you know already, that since half-past 
eight o’clock, His Majesty, Emperor 
William, baa been at reBt with his 


fathers, in consequence of this event, 
Ihe Prussian throne and with this, ac­ 
cording to Articlo XI of the Imperial 
Constitution, the imperial author­ 
ity, 
lias 
fallen 
upon 
His 
IVÍajesty, 
Frederick 
III, 
King 
of Piussia. 
Telegraphic intelligence 
received by me allows of the assump­ 
tion that his Majesty the reigning 
Emperor and King, will leave San 
Remo to-morrow, arriving in due 
course of time in Berlin. During the 
lttf-t days of his life, I received from 
the much-lamented King a confirm­ 
ation of the power for work which 
only left him with his life. The 
paper which lies before me and em­ 
powers me to close the Reichstag at 
the usual timo when its labors are 
finished, was headed to tiie Em­ 
peror with llio request that ho should 
sign only with tho first letters of his 
name. His Majesty replied that he 
believed himself still ablo to write his 
name in full. In consequence of this, 
THIS HISTORICAL DOCUMENT, 
With the last signature of his majesty, 
lies before me. I assume it would be 
in accordance with the wish of the 
Reichstag, as well as of the represent­ 
atives of the Federal G jvernment, not 
to separate just now, but to remain in 
session until after the arrival of His 
Majesty, the Emperor. I therefore 
do not make any use of the Imperial 
authorization lieyoud depositing it in 
the archives as an historical docu­ 
ment, and requesting your President 
to induce the adoption of resolutions 
which will rett >et the feeling and con­ 
viction of the Reichstag. It does not 
bocotue me to give from this official 
place expre ssion to the personal feel­ 
ings with which tho decease of my 
master, the departure of the first Ger­ 
man Emperor from our midst, fills 
mo. Tliero is, in fact, no uee;l of it, 
for the feeliugs which animate me 
live in 
TIIE HEART OF EVERY GERMAN. 
But there is one thing which I be­ 
lieve I shonld not conceal from you. 
It does not couceal my sentiments, 
but my expelientes. It is a fact that 
amid the visitations with which the 
ruler just departed lived to see his 
house afflicted, there were two ci-- 
cum stinces which filled him with 
satis'action and comfort. 
One of 
them was the effect that tho suffer­ 
ings 
of 
his 
only 
son 
and 
successor, our present sovereign-lord, 
had produced throughout the world, 
not only in Germany, but in oveiy 
part of tho world. I received this 
very day from New York a telegram 
of sympathy, showing what confi­ 
dence the dynasty of the Imperial 
house has acquired among all nations. 
This is the legacy which the Em­ 
peror’s long reign bequeaths to the 
German people. The confidence 
which his dynastv has won will be 
trausferred to tire nation, despite 
everything that has happened,” 
TUB NEW KING’S PROGRAMME. 
Bismarck then announced that the 
new King would assume the title of 
Frederick III, and informed the 
Reichstag that the new Emperor will 
leave San Remo to-morrow aud ar­ 
rive in Berlin in due coinse of time. 
The House received the communica­ 
tion with evident satisfaction; the 
moro so because Herr von Puttkamer, 
in announcing the death of Emperor 
William to the Lower Hou?e of the 
Diet, had not alluded to the new 
Emperor. 
This 
omission 
had 
created a painful impression. Bis­ 
marck declared that from what ho 
had observed during the last few’days, 
Emperor William had found consola­ 
tion in those trying hours in the sym­ 
pathy oi tho whole world, shown in 
his consciousness of the consolidation 
of the national unity which found ex 
pres3ion in tho unanimous passage of 
tho Military bill. 
ADJOURNED SINE DIE. 
The Reichstag then adjourned for 
an indefinite period. After the ad­ 
journment Bismarck descended from 
the elevated seats occupied by the 
members of the Bundesrath into the 
body of the house and greeted Count 
Von 
Moltke. 
Members crowded 
around him as he showed the order 
dissolving the Reichstag, all being 
anxious to eee the last signature of 
the Emperor. 
BISMARCK DEEPLY AFFECTED. 
The Reichstag sitting was an event 
of historical importance never likely 
to be forgotten by thore who wit­ 
nessed it. Prince Bismarck controlled 
his feelings only by violent efforts, 
lie was only able to force out a few 
words at a time. Sometimes he could 
hardly speak at all, and was obliged 
to lake long pauses to suppress the 
tears which he tried to hide by lifting 
his portfolio or a glass of water. 
“ v ív e l e ROI.” 
The new King was proclaimed as 
Frederick III. He signs ‘ Frederick,” 
without reference to Emperor or King. 
Tho Bourse is closed on account of 
the Emperor’s death. 
The Emperor William left 300,000, 
000 marks in cash. 
DISPOSAL OF TIIE REMAINS. 
The Emperor’s remains lie covered 
with white cloth on the bedstead on 
which he died, in the Imperial cham­ 
ber. The body is surrounded with 
candles. Ilis expression is extremely 
peaceful and placid. Members of the 
royal family left the palace at 10 
o’clock. Divine services will be held 
in the mortuary chamber to-night. 
IN THE DEATH-CHAMBER. 
During the day the painter, Herr 
Anton Von Werner, and painter 
llerr Von Ochs, Jr., were admitted to 
the death-chamber. The body in the 
meantime had been arranged in a 
half-sitting position, while the Grand 
Duchess of Baden had strewn flowers 
over the bed. Herr Werner made a 
sketch of the body and its surround­ 
ings, and Professor Begas came later 
on to take an impression of the dead 
Emperor’s face. The photographer 
was also admitted to the cham­ 
ber and took a photograph of tho de­ 
ceased as he lay in his iron lied. 
No one could help being moved at the 
simplicity of the surroundings of the 
most popular and powerful monarch 
of modern times. As he lay 
IN IIIH MILITARY BED 
He presented a picture of most touch­ 
ing peace, calm and gentleness. Dur­ 
ing the short intervals that members of 
the family are absent from the room a 
few privileged persons are allowed to 
see the corpse of the Emperor, whicli 
is in a half-sitting posture, leaning 
back against the pillows on which he 
breathed his last. Around his shoul­ 
ders is a white shawl closely tied. His 
arms are lying on the cover. The 
Emperor left directions that he should 
be buried at Charlotteberg, where 
the bodies of his parents lay. 
RELIGIOUS BITES.

religious services were held in the 
cliuinber of death, and the same will 
be re(>eated to-day in the Fahner- 
zimmer of the palace. The students at 
all the schools and universities will 
he diamiBsed, and a largo number of 
offices aud business houses will be 
closed for a day. Almost without an 
exception, shop3 representing every 
trade, display craped flags, many ex­ 
hibiting portraits of the dead Emper­ 
or draped in black.

THE QUEEN GREATLY GRIEVED. 
The Queen was dressed in deep 
black when she took her carriage ex­ 
ercise in the gardens of Buckingham 
Palace to-day. Her face bore a sad 
expression. All the officials of the 
palace and servants are dressed in 
mourning. Tho Prince of Wales, in 
deep mourning, visited the Queen at 
10 o’clock, and again at noon. The 
court has been ordered to wear mourn­ 
ing for a month. All state ceremonies 
are cancelled. The Prince of Wales, 
Prince Christian and Prince Henry, of 
Batteuburg, who will represent the 
Queen, will attend the Emperor’s 
funeral.

A DISPATCH FPOM PENDLETON.

The Central Figure in Europeas 
Folitios Passes Away in a 
Ripe Old Age. 


On March 22, 1797, a royal salute of 
seventy-two guns from the Lutsgarten 
in Beilin, announced that the Princ­ 
ess Louise, of Mecklenburg-Strelit*, 
wife of Frederick William, Crown 
Prince of Prussia, had given birth to 
her second son. The news created 
no general rejoicing among the peo­ 
ple ; for at the time the House of the 
Hohenzollerns was in waning favor. 
Frederick William II had been King in 
Prussia for some few years, and in 
that time the world had learned that 
little of the greatness of his uncle, 
Frederick the Great had descended 
to him. 
He and his court were 
not on very 
good terms with 
the city, with the kingdom, or 
for that matter, with Europe. The 
King loved his pleasure and little 
else. Me was vacillating in his 
policy — now 
supporting 
the 
Turk against Austria, and anon 
concluding a treaty with the House 
of Hapsburg. At one time he was 
at war with France, and in a trice join­ 
ing Russia in the dismemberment of 
Poland. Thus he lost the confidence 
of his people, and of all the powers in 
Eupope. Prussia suffered not only 
from a loss of prestige. Her finance* 
were in a most deplorable condition. 
For the King had as little of his great 
uncle’s business faculties as of his 
military genius. 
Thus in such troublouB times, 
eleven years after Frederick The 
Great had fought out his last battle, 
and I ad been vanquished by the 
common enemy of mankind, when 
“ After life’B fitful fever he nlept well,” 
Kaiser William, who died yester­ 
day, first saw the light of day. He 
was duly christened Friedrich Wil­ 
helm Lutlwig. The days wf re distur­ 
bed by political shocks of no common 
character. Democratic ideas which, 
had been planted first in French soil, 
and flourished there fora tim e,spread 
their seeds abroad to all the kingdoms 
of Europe. The people lifted up 
their heads—like hydras in the eyes 
of Princes—and clamored for human 
rights. Tiie end of kingcraft seemed 
at handv Carlyle says of these very 
days, when the eighteenth century 
iu its dotage was passing away: 
“ With nothing proud in it, purblind 
aud rotten, opulent only in accumul­ 
ated falsities—a bankrupt century 
that blew its brains out in the French 
Revolution.” Yet just at the close of 
this bankrupt century, when the 
thrones of Europe seemed tottering to 
their fall, Phwnix-like from the asnea 
of this ephemeral democracy sprang 
this Imperial Plagie, who was in the 
book of fate enrolled to establish again 
in Europe the doctrine of the divine 
rights of kings. 
The Crown Prince and the Princ?ss 
Louise were of a most domestic and 
simple turn of mind. The magnifi­ 
cent Castle of Oranienburg was theirs; 
but they constantly preferred a 
retired seat, the manor of Paretz, two 
miles from Potsdam. The Prince 
delighted in being called “the Burgo­ 
master of Paretz,” while the Princess 
was universally beloved by the 
people, who knew her os “ Madame 
of Paretz.” 
After the baptism of Prince Wil- 
Pam, as was the title of the futuie 
Kaiser, the Princess returned to 
Paretz, where the Emperor passed 
his child hood. Ho was of an ex­ 
tremely delicate constitution and gave 
no promise of living, as he did, to 
reach almost tho end of his ninety- 
first year. Ilis mother’s anxiety was 
constantly ou the alert about the 
young Prince, and daily injunctions 
were laid upon his tutors to so modify 
their rules of study and exercise that 
the health of the child might not be 
imperiled. When as King William 
he ascended the throne of Prussia, in 
referring to his early days, he said: 
“ I would not have believed that Prov­ 
idence would call me to this difficult 
post. I never thought to survive my 
brother. In youth I was bo mucn 
weaker than he, that, according to the 
laws of nature, my succession to the 
throno of our ancestors was entirely 
out of my calculation. Perceiv­ 
ing 
this, 
1 
devoted 
myself 
to 
the 
Prussian 
Army, 
the 
better 
to 
fulfill 
the 
duties 
of a Prussian 
Prince 
towards 
my King and country.” But armies 
and their manoeuvres ever had a fas­ 
cination for the Kaiser. In babyhood 
it was remarked of him that his eyes 
seemed attracted to nothing but to a 
parade. He was brought up surround­ 
ed by drill sergeants and veteran gen­ 
erals. At six he was a Hussar, at 
seven a Uhlan, at ten a Lieutenant in 
the Foot Guards. Hour by hour he 
passed in the drill room, tolling away 
m the most earnest manner, nearly 
overcome in his efforts, to keep pace 
with his big brother Fritz, as they 
were taught all the military evolutions 
of the day by being “actually put 
through all their facings.** He fairly 
revelled in manual and platoon, in 
squad and company, column and 
brigade. 
Prince William was only eight 
months old when the King died, and 
“ the Burgomaster of Paretz” suc­ 
ceeded under the name of Frederick 
William III. But, whenever a week 
could be stolen from state affairs the 
royal pair with their children always 
were glad to escape to their beloved 
Paretz, or to their Ireautiful place on 
Peacock’s Island. 
“ To lay royalty 
aside, lie a man amongst men, ana 
be joj’ful among the happy, is as 
much happiness as there is on earth,” 
the King was wont to exclaim. Here 
at Paretz the children of tbe neigh­ 
borhood played Barnes and ran races 
with the little Princelings, the King 
rewording the victor with a thaler. 
The Queen danced with the peasants 
at the annual Kermesse. 
In 1800 a deep gloom fell over the 
brightness of such pastoral pleasures. 
In October of that year the battles of 
the allied armies—among which were 
the Prussian forces—«t Jena an 
Auerstadt decided for years the fate < 
Prussia. The Queen had nooom" ‘ 
the army to the verge of the 
field. Learning of the (M et of 
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country's forces from the flying frag­ 
ments of the army she hastened to 
Berlin. Arriving at the capital and 
learning that the yonng princes had 
been taken to Schwed on the Oder 
for safety, thither 
Bhe 
hastened. 
Embracing the two boys she said: 
“ You see my tears. 
I am weeping 
for the destruction of 
our army. 
Prussia, its ano^v and Its traditional 
glories are things 
of 
the 
past. 
After my death, and when you 
recall this unfortunate hour, do not 
content yourselves with merely shed­ 
ding tears. 
A ct! U nite your powers 1 
liberate your people from the dis­ 
grace they will hav e to endure. Con­ 
quer France and retrieve the glory of 
▼our ancestors. 
Be men. 
strive to 
be great Generals. If you have not 
that ambition, then you are unworthy 
to be the descendants of Frederick 
the Great.” The events of 1870 show 
how deeply im planted these senti­ 
ments became in the heart of Prince 
William. 
From. Schwed the royal 
household was forced to go on to 
Koenigsberg. By December the French 
forces were so near th at another llight 
to Memel became necessary. 
The 
Queen was lying ill of typhus fever. 
8aid the Queen: 
“ R ather than fall 
into the hands of the enem y I will 
render myself to God.” Prince W ill­ 
iam was at this time 11 years old. 
Before the march to Memel was be- 
i he was promoted to the rank of 
:ond Lieutenant in the Foot Guards. 
At Memel he too fell ill of nervous 
fever and the Crown Prince had an 
attack of Bcarlet fever. In the spring 
was fought the fatal battle of Fried- 
land, and Prussia was obliged to sub­ 
m it to the hard terms of the Treaty of 
Tilsit, by which half the kingdom 
was lost. 
In December, 1800, the 
court returned to Berlin. 
About this 
tim e the Queen wrote of 
Prince 
W illiam: “If I am not deceived, he 
will be like his iather, simple, honest 
and sensible.” 
In 
the following 
July, on the 10th of that m onth, in 
the year 1810, the Queen died. W hen 
the news of this event reached Paris, 
Napoleon remarked: "T he Kiug of 
Prussia has lost his best M inister.” 
Prince William felt most sensibly the 
death of his m other. 
He still pur­ 
sued his m ilitary studies with increas­ 
ing ardor, so that at 15 years of age, 
when the French arm y was marching 
victoriously through Prussia, he was 
looked upon as quite an accomplished 
soldier. 
In February, 1S13, the King of 
Prussia made the tre ty of Kalisch 
With A lexander of Russia. 
For four 
years Scharnhorst had been secretly 
forming a Prussian arm y. Now camo 
a turn for the better in national 
affairs. The Order of the Iron Cross 
was instituted, and the King called 
on the people “ to rise and expel the 
invader from German eoii.” 
Th« 
féSpOhoé was general. The Landwehr 
was formed, and the campaign was 
so successful th at in the autum n 
Napoleon was forced to retreat upon 
Paris. 
The young Prince’s health was so 
precarious th at he was not allowed I 
to

H is 
regiment,

H ome Guards was decimated 
in I 
the war, and many promotions w ere; 
in order. To Prince William was sent 
a commission as Second Lieutenant 
which he accepted with m uch hesita­ 
tion. 
“ How can I ,” he asked, “ be 
worthy of this who have rem ained 
a t home at ease while my brave 
comrades have been exposing their 
lives on the field of battle?” Still the 
young soldier was not allowed to join 
the forces in the field: and it was 
long after th e great victory of Leipsic 
that the King handed him his cap­ 
tain ’s epaulettes and granted him per­ 
mission to go into active service. 
At the opening of 1814, the war 
shifted to French soil, and on the 
27th of February, at Bar-sur-Aube, 
the Prince for the first tim e was un­ 
der fire. 
The Foot Guards led the a t­ 
tack, the K 'ng and his son by his side 
following closely. 
One of the regi­ 
ments was being hard pressed by the 
enemy while 
another 
near 
by 
was not 
in action 
at all. 
The 
King ordered th e young Prince to 
ride across and order the officer in 
command to lend aid to the regiment 
under fire. 
W ith perfect coolness he 
performed the command, with not a 
sign of fear, albeit the bullets whizzed 
thick as hail across the field over 
which he rode. 
In the March follow­ 
ing the allied arm ies were before the 
French capital. 
On the 31st of that 
month they entered Paris. 
Napoleon 
fled and the war was over. It was the 
7th of August before the arm y re­ 
turned to Berlin, am id the universal 
rejoicings of all Prussia. 
But peace was of short duration, 
for during the next year the French 
Emperor escaped from Elba, and all 
Europe was in a blaze. Prince Wil­ 
liam was a M ajor, and placing him ­ 
self at the head of a battalion of 
Fusiliers, set off on the new cam- 
S 
ign. 
But this was not to last long, 
ardly had the young soldier reached 
the French frontier when he heard 
of the decisive battle of Waterloo. 
H e was at the storm ing of Pfalzburg 
on the 5th of July, and then with the 
allied armies entered Paris the second 
time. 
From 1815 until the death of Fred­ 
erick William III. there was peace in 
Europe. 
In th e interval the King 
and his Ministers applied themselves 
to the rehabilitation of Prussia. 
On 
the 13th of July, 1817, Priuce W il­ 
liam represented the court at the 
wedding ceremony at St. Petersburg, 
when his sister, the Princess Char­ 
lotte, married the Grand Duke Nicho­ 
las of Russia. 
Again on Decem ber 1, 
1825, when the Em peror being dead, 
Prince William bore the congratula­ 
tions of his father to Nicholas, and 
his 
sister the Em press 
on 
the 
occasion of 
the crowning of the 
new 
Czar 
he 
visited 
Russia. 
Once more in 1834, the Prince was in 
St. Petersburg, at the unveiling of a 
statue of the late Alexander. 
S jm e 
years before this time he went to the 
Court 
of 
Saxe - Weimar on the 
occasion of the betrothal of his young­ 
er brother, Prince Charles to the 
Princess Mary. 
H ere he saw the 
younger sister of the betrothed, the 
Princess Augusta, then sixteen years 
old. February 11, 1870, he became 
bethrothed to 
this same Princess 
Augusta. 
The wedding ceremony 
took place on the 
18th of June 
following. 
On th e 18th of October, 
was born a son, who was called Fred­ 
erick WiUiam Nicholas C h arl^ \jn, 
■»er Fritz, who Is to-day Eodperor of 
Germany.

When Frederick William III ex ­

In 1848 the discontent begotten of 
long-nursed 
grievances came to a 
head. 
Most absolute Russia was the 
only Government in Europe whose 
throne was not shaking before the 
vigorous attacks made by the people. 
In Berlin barricades were thrown up 
in the streets, and from behind these 
the revolutionists raised the cry: 
“ Away with the m ilitary!” The King 
rather sided with the people. Tue 
soldiery were withdrawn from the 
capital. The National Guards took 
the place of the regulars. The Minis­ 
try 
resigned. 
A 
Parliament was 
promised, and the King at the head 
of the i>eople raised an agitation for 
united Germany. 
These measures 
made the King the moat popular man 
in 
Berlin. 
But 
on 
the 
head 
of 
the 
Prince 
of Prussia fell no 
end of indignant criticism. 
He was a 
General of in'autry, and as such had 
been the most conspicuous iu the 
streets. 
He was held resj»onsible for 
the bloody conflicts of March 18 and 
19, between the people and the army 
At the outset be had placed himself 
in ooposition to all measures looking 
to Constitutional government. 
In a 
short time, however, he saw the folly 
of hi.s course. 
The people would have 
it, and the Priuce yielded with a 
good grace. It was on his advice that 
the King had yielded to the demands 
of tho people. 
As a member of the 
Ministry of State he signed the Con­ 
stitutional decree of March 18. But 
the blood of the people was too 
much stirred to be easily pacified, and 
the Prince thinking a conflict inevita­ 
ble, his m ind reverted to its former 
attitude. 
He advocated the calling 
out of the arm y and suppressing the 
revolution in a summary manner. 
W hen the people demanded that the 
troops should be withdrawn, he re­ 
plied by commanding an immediate 
evacuation of 
the intrenchments. 
Then came the couflict. 
When the 
King at length yielded to tho popular 
dem and and withdrew the troops, the 
palace of the Prince had to be pla­ 
carded “ National Property” to protect 
it from the violence of the mob. 
rrin ce W illiam was forced to with­ 
draw from the capita*, and as a ru­ 
mor was set afoot to the effect that he 
was collecting a large army with 
which lie would return and suppress 
the people, it was decided best for 
the Prince to leave tho country. 
This he refused to do, lest the peo le 
might say lie fled from fear, unless 
the King made a formal dei ree to that 
effect. This being issued on the 22d 
of M arch, his fifty-second birthday, he 
set off for London. 
In the English 
capital he was on the most friendly 
terms with Peel, Russell, Palmerston 
and Prince Albert. 
His intercourse 
with the three English 
statesmen 
m ust have been of great benefit to 
him . The historian D llm ann had 
published a “ Draft for a Constitu ion 
for l’rus-ia.” 
The Prince re id this 
and discussed it with the English 
statesmen. He found he was in the 
main in accord with the provisions of 
this plan of government. 
He held 
to a great deal of Imperial absolutism 
throughout all these discussions, and 
wished to save all he could of the 
here itary rights of his house. Many 
of these views became modified during 
liis stay in London. 
He made a close 
studv of the modes of government in 
England during this time. 
A Consti­ 
tutional form of government was eet 
up at length and the Prince returned 
to Germany to take part in the pro­ 
ceedings of the first Assembly of the 
Diet. 
In 1849 there was trouble again in 
Prussia. 
The crown of Emperor of 
Germany ha ) been offered the King, 
which he had refused. This destroyed 
the plan for the unity of Germany. 
The arm y was put in command of the 
Prince of Prussia, and after a few 
skirmishes the revolutionists fled to 
Switzerland and peace was restored. 
In 1854 the Prince of Prussia was 
made a Field-marshal. From this on 
he was always consulted about every 
step of importance in the governing of 
tho kingdom. 
The Constitution of 
1850 was m uch changed from time to 
time under the reactionary leadership 
of Manteuffel. 
Clerical conflicts were 
frequent and the King was in no sense 
fitted to cope with the difficulties 
which beset the Nation. His mind was 
absorbed 
in 
architectural 
plans. 
He would have made an excelleut 
architect. 
Thus time passe 1 until 
1357, when the Prince celebrated the 
anniversary of his fiftieth year in the 
arm y. In the summer of this year 
the King suffered a severe paralytic 
stroke. 
Later in 
the 
year 
His 
Majesty had a second stroke, which 
rendered him unfit to govern. The 
Prince was entrusted with the ad­ 
ministration of public affairs for three 
months, at the end of which time the 
King’s condition being regarded as 
hopeless, tho office was confirmed to 
the Prince from tim e to tim e. 
A 
year later Prince Willi ,m was made 
Regent. The old ministry resigned, 
and a new cabinet was created under 
the presidency of the 
Prince 
of 
Ilohenzollern. The Regent in his 
speech gave no uncertain sound as to 
his intentions. 
He referred to the 
clerical conflicts which had disturbed 
the realm. 
He declared his intention 
of dealing directly with both churches, 
and 
at 
the same time set forth 
his 
views 
on 
secular 
edu­ 
cation to the effect that Prussia must 
be exalted to the rank of tho most in­ 
telligent nation in Europe. He also 
disclosed his purpose to at once pro­ 
ceed in a thorough reorganization of 
the Prussian arm y. 
Tiie kingdom 
was to be put on a military footing 
such as no power in Europe could 
afford to regard with indifference. 
Early in 1858 the Crown Prince, the 
Em peror since yesterday, married the 
Princess Royal of England. 
The 
young couple had been betrothed since 
1856. 
In 1859 occurred the war between 
France and Italy, in which Prussia 
maintained an arm ed neutrality. 
In 
1860 a Congress of German Princes 
assembled at Baden Baden. 
To this 
came Napoleon, an unhidden guest. 
At the close of the Conference the 
Regent set about a most vigorous re 
organization of the army. “ With or 
without the consent of the Deputies in 
the National Assembly,” he declared 
it should be done. The others did not 
see why. 
The session ended, and 
when once more the Princes m et in 
K»n',^aF Í ^ - Cal palac\ 
-npro the 
Í. 
-__ did not come, the 
^•egent said : “ 1 consider it my du y 
to guard Germany and protect her 
frontiers, nor will 1 be deterred in the 
execution of this, even though my 
apprehensions be not shared by my 


KINO WILLIAM. 
By the first of January, 1861, Fred 
erick William IV. was dead, and on 
the 2nd of the m onth the Regent be­ 
came King of Prussia under the title 
of King William. 
In his speech he 
said: “ My duties to Prussia go hand 
in hand with my duties to Germany. 
To the welfare of all 
I shall try 
to strengthen Prussia.” 
Thus as 
he received the 
Crown “ at the 
hands 
of God,” 
at 
Kcenigsberg 
he began the great struggle for the 
unification of Germany. Ten years it 
took to bring about this union. The 
crown was hardly placed on the new 


King’s brow ere he felt the bitter 
weight of that emblem of royalty. 
The House of Representatives began 
a vigorous war ou him upon the ques­ 
tion of how this unity whs to be cf 
fected. The Cham ber wanted to do 
it through the people and the National 
Union. The King true to his military 
instincts and training looked to the 
army as his sole hope of success. 
The Government urged its scheme 
session 
after 
sefsiou 
only 
to 
have it utterly 
ignored 
by the 
House. A complete deadlock was the 
result 
and, 
things 
looked black 
euough. 
The King, driven to the 
very verge of despair, exclaim ed: “ If 
th eC h a uber still finds it impossible 
to pass the Re-organization Bill, will 
some one find me a m an w ith the 
courage to uphold it in defiance of the 
Deputies?” Bismarck was Ambassa­ 
dor at tho Court of St. Petersburg. 
Something 
suggested him to the 
nearly distracted King, lu obedience 
to the royal summons, tho m an of 
blood anil iron camo to Berlin, and 
from that day to yesterday the King 
and Prince Bismarck-Schivnhausen 
have been intimately associated in; 
everything 
of 
importance 
to 
Prussia 
and 
to 
Germany. 
Some one described the new M ini>ltr 
as “ a bold and resolute spirit, with 
narrow but intense vision, and a will 
created to go crashing through diffi­ 
culties, and to fashion a world to its 
liking.” The King had actually dis­ 
cussed resigning in favor of the Crown 
Prince. The advent of Bismarck on 
the scene of action put an end to all 
such thoughts. The King grew con­ 
fident in mind, and with this came 
renewed physical strength. 
A Rus­ 
sian Princess at the court compli­ 
mented the King on his improved 
looks. H e pointed to the new Min- 
inister, saying as he did so, “ viola 
mon 
m fdicin!” 
Tho 
pills Bis­ 
marck 
prescribed for the 
Depu­ 
ties 
were 
less 
agreeable 
than 
those he administered to the Kiug. 
They were not sugar-coated to tho 
tongue, and they were drastic in their 
ell 'Cts. 
Bismarck is of a past age. 
He is really out of place iu this time. 
Hear him : “ Germanv does not con­ 
template the Liberalism of Prussia, 
but her power. 
W uertemburg and 
Baden m ight indulge 
L iberalism ;' 
but they were not therefore called to 1 
play the part of Prussia. 
Prussia 
m ust hold her power together for the 
fivorable opportunity which had a l-' 
ready 
been 
sometimes 
neglect­ 
ed; 
the frontiers were unfavor-j 
able to a good State constitution.: 
The great questions of the day were ' 
not to be decided by speeches and ma*' 
joritiee—this had been the error of 
1848 and 1819 —but by 
blood 
and! 
m m .” So the King closed the sixty-' 
fifth session of the chamber—a stormy 
one with those words: 
“ The budget] 
for the year 1862, as decided by the 
Cham ber of Representatives, having 
been rejected by tho Peers, on the 
ground of insufficiency, the Govern- 
m eut is under the necessity of con­ 
trolling public affairs outside the Con­ 
stitution.” 
That was a statem ent 
for a Constitutional government to 
make! And the King and his minis­ 
ters 
went 
on 
and 
did 
the 
things they said they would do. 
THE 8CHLBSWICK-H0L8TEIN WAR. 
The current ot events carried Prus­ 
sia at a rapid pace directly into war. 
It was u petty, inglorious war, but 
important for two reasons. This was 
necessary as a first step towards Ger­ 
man unity, and it proved the great 
superiority of the Prussian needle- 
guu. 
Bismarck, by one of those mas­ 
terly Btrokes of statecraft for which 
tie lias become famous, induced Aus­ 
tria, in defiance of her policy, to 
draw her sword with Prussia. 
How 
this was brought about lias never 
been clearly understood. 
In Den­ 
mark a new King had just come to 
the throne. 
Federal troops were dis­ 
patched by Prussia on the pretext of 
watching w hether this monarch, King 
Christian, would observe in Holstein 
the term s of tho London Protocol of 
1852. Tiieir presence gave courage to 
the German inhabitants to proclaim 
for the Prince of Augustenburg, as the 
true Duke of Holstein. 
Prussia and 
Austria asked permission of the Bund 
to occupy Schleswick also, “ in justice 
to the Danish King and the Duchies.” 
This the Bund refused to do; when, 
true to his usual policy, Bismarck ad­ 
vised independent action, and the 
war a/ainst Denmark was begun. Up 
to the issuance of the proclamation of 
war the Landtag had obstinately re­ 
fused to vote the sinews of war. ’ Tho 
Deputies asserted that the “ money 
was not intended to be spent in the 
true interest of the Duchies" or of Ger­ 
many, 
or 
in 
the 
interest 
of 
the Crown or of 
the country.” 
The King replied with characteristic 
independence: “ The direction which 
my Government 
has taken in its 
foreign policy is the result of due con­ 
sideration. 
My resolution has been 
formed in regard to the treaties that 
have been concluded with Prussia, 
and in consideration of the present 
European situation and our own posi­ 
tion. Germau rights in the Duchies 
must be upheld, and the measures are 
justified by which Prussia endeavors 
to obtain her end, even though that 
end has to be accomplished by force 
of arm s. The House cannot take upon 
itself the 
heavy 
responsibility of 
refusing the 
necessary 
means, or, 
in 
granting 
them , 
of 
imposing 
conditions 
which 
would 
be 
an 
encroachment 
on 
the 
rights 
of 
my 
crown. 
I 
can 
not 
understand the policy which in daces 
the House to press my Government 
incessantly to action, and that, too, 
at the moment when action should he 
taken only in the field. 
Least of all 
can I understand that these measures 
which I dem and for the protection of 
the right and honor of the country 
should be used otherwise than f.or this 
purpose, for which m y word is a suffi­ 
cient guarantee. These doubts stand 
in utter contradiction to the confidence 
the Prussian people are wont to place 
in the word of their K ings.” The 
Landtag, however, was obstinate, and 
adjourned without voting one thaler 
for the war. 
Here it was that Bis­ 
marck made his characteristic threat 
of “ takiDg the money wherever 
could find it.” 
He did 
it, a id 
the war was begun, 
„ 
did not go to the front, but 
v«io Crown Prihce, who is Em peror 
now,was a conspicuous General in the 
campaign. 
W hen he arrived on the 
field, the German arm y was almost 
demoralized by jealousies and disputes 
among those in command. By his good 
nature and great tack theBe difficulties 
soon disappeared. 
The war was a 
succession of victories for the allies 
from the first skirmish at Dannewerke 
to the struggle at the storming of 
Doeppel, yet the little Danish army 
fought in the face of overwhelming 
odds, with splendid heroism. The 
spoils of this war were the Duchies 
of Schleswick and Holstein. 
They 
were also the bone of contention in 
the 
new 
war to follow with Aus­ 
tria. 
WAR WITH AUSTRIA. 
Prior to the Schleswick-Holstein 
war, Germany had formed the cus­ 
toms union, on a basis of almost pure 
free trade. The small states refused 
to sign and were backed by Austria, 


w h i c h country was jealous o f Prussia, 
and. desired t o gain commercial hb 
well as political ascendency among 
the German people. 
After the war 
Bismarck 
o b t a i n e d the 
signatures 
o f all the small states and then forced 
A ustria to sign a commercial treaty 
with 1 russia. These m easures clearly 
indicate the rising influence of Prussia 
in t entral Europe. 
It was not long, 
however, until grave difficulties grew 
out <?( the Schleswick-Holstein war. 
Austria supported tho pretensions of 
the Prince of Augustenburg to govern 
the Duchies. 
The Prussian W ar Min­ 
ister asked Parliam ent for money to 
make a harbor at Kiel. This port 
A ustria claim ed to have an equal in­ 
terest in with Prussia. 
H ot words 
passed between the two powers, but 
war was prevented for the tim e being 
by 
the 
treaty 
of 
Gastein. 
This gave Lauenberg 
to Prussia 
with the right to adm inister Ilolsteiu, 
and A ustria was to do so iu Scliles- 
wick. Bismarck used tho lull to pre­ 
pare more effectively for \^ir, and 
when he was ready he found a pre­ 
text. 
He made up his m ind to have 
the question decided as to whether 
Prussia or Austria should predominate 
in German affairs. 
The Austrian 
Governor of Holstein m aintained an 
active advocacy of tho claims of the 
Prince of Augustenberg. 
This Bis­ 
m arck, iu January, 1886, made the 
subject of a bitter dispatch to the 
Austrian Government. 
A reply in a 
sim ilar tone kindled the torch, and 
soon the dogs of war were loosed, 
in the m eantim e Bismarck’s ever- 
watchful eye saw partly-united Italy 
willing to take a fly at the throat of 
her ancient enemy. 
He offered Ven­ 
ice as tho prize, and tho offer was 
gladly accepted. 
The war lasted 
seven weeks, and at the end of 
that 
brief 
period 
the 
north­ 
ern Duchies had 
been occupied, 
Hanover, Hesse-Cassel and Saxony 
were in the grasp of Prussia, the 
battle of 
Koeniggraetz had 
been 
fought and the power of Austria laid 
prostrate in the dust. 
Soon after the 
Treaty of Prague was signed, whereby 
Prussia annexed H anover, llcsse- 
Cassel, 
Nassau, 
Frankfort 
and 
Scheswick-Holstein. 
All states north 
of the main were compelled to form 
the 
North-German 
Coft federation 
under the headship of Prussia. The 
south, provinces were to form the 
South German Confederation, on a 
quasi independent basis; but before 
the ink was dry on the signatures it 
transpired that all of 
these had 
formed a compact secretly with Bis­ 
m arck, by the term s of which in time 
of war they were to put all their forces 
at the disposal of Prussia. 
King William had been with the 
arm y in the field, and now 
re­ 
turned to Berlin, where the people 
wild with joy forgot all past disputes 
and were ready to giant the Govern­ 
m ent anything asked. 
For a year or 
two all went wed, and the organiza­ 
tion of the realm wont on apace. 
But 
the aspirations of the G erm an people 
for free institutions are deeply sealed. 
They have their roots in the most re­ 
mote traditions of the race. Bismarck 
is an autocrat, and cannot brook to be 
delayed, much less thw arted by Par­ 
liam entary methods. Friction was soon 
developed, and the Southern prov­ 
inces wore ready to revolt from the 
Union. At this critical mom ent there 
arose sore irritation w ith France. 
Previous to the signing of the Treaty 
of Prague, Napoleon expressed a desire 
to be “ com pensated” by the control 
of the left bank of the Rhine. Much 
secret plotting went forward on the 
part of the French Em peror, in which 
Belgium or Luxem bourg were the 
pawns in the game. 
To ull proposals 
Bismarck turned an indifferent if not 
a deaf ear. 
Each step forced the 
Em peror nearer to a war with Prussia. 
H e at la6t made a pretext of a propo­ 
sition to place Leopold of Hohenzol- 
lern on the Spanish throne. 
On the 
15th of July, 1870, France declared 
w ar against Germ any. 
A telegram 
from Kins, falsely stated that the 
French Ambassador bad been grossly 
insulted by King W illiam. Bism arck’s 
enemies charge th a t he caused the 
false report to be bruited abroad in 
order to precipitate the conflict. Na- 
f 
oleon 
hoped 
for A ustria 
and 
taly as allies. 
In this he 
disappointed. 
H is emissaries 
South 
Germany 
had 
led 
him 
to think these provinces would hail 
him as a deliverer. 
But the cruel 
memories of tho wars waged by the 
great uncle of the Em peror forbade 
such an event. 
Bismarck had all his 
preparations well in hand. 
Before 
the declaration of war had been well 
understood at Berlin, the G erm an 
arm ies were in motion. 
They were 
thoroughly equipped. 
They crossed 
the 
llhino 
like 
an 
avalanche 
sweeps 
from 
the 
Alps. 
The 
brave French 
soldiers were help­ 
less 
owing 
to 
their 
m iser­ 
able equipments. The blood-suckers 
who had swarmed and were fester­ 
ing around 
the 
Second 
Em pire 
had 
sent 
these 
gallant 
fellows 
forth 
to 
contend 
against 
the 
needle-guns 
of 
the 
Prussians, 
with cartridges filled w ith sawdust. 
In battle after battle the French were 
beaten, until at Hedan came the fin­ 
ishing stroke to the war. On the 28th 
of January, 1871, Paris surrendered, 
and on the 6th of May th e peace of 
Frankfort was signed 
By this treaty 
France agreed to pay five millards of 
francs—the largest indem nity ever, 
exacted of a people—and to restore to 
Germany A lsace-I/irraine. The pay­ 
m ent of the war debt by France is a 
feat whose equal is not found in the 
annals of history, ancient or modern. 
This war settled the fate of Europe. 
It put Prussia at the head of Ger­ 
many, made the G erm an Em pire not 
merely a possible thing, but an in­ 
evitable one. 
At once negotiations 
were opened with all the provinces, 
and these were kept up uninterrupted­ 
ly until they were crowned with suc­ 
cess by crowning K ing W illiam ,Em ­ 
peror of G erm any. This was done 
January 18, 1871, in the H all of M ir­ 
rors in the palace of Versailles. 


AN ERA OF PEACE, 
Born in 1707, th e Em peror, when 
" e. uonned the Im perial crown, was 
74 years old. The work of his life 
was 
(lone — the 
work 
to which 
his m other’s 
dying 
words 
had 
dedicated 
him . * 
France, 
whose 
armies had trodden 
down Prus­ 
sia, was hum bled, and the line of the 
Buonaparts was at an end. G erm any’s 
unity was accomplished, and from 
this day forward the Em peror cast 
aside all thought of war. The past 
sixteen years of his life were devoted 
to peace, to the building up of the 
empire he had achieved, to the mak • 
ing secure of w hat he had won. 
In 
this purpose the Em peror proved as 
persistent as he had previously boon 
in the carrying out of his warlike ex­ 
ploits. 
No tem ptation has been able 
to move him from his fixed resolve to 
m aintain, so far as in him lav, the 
peace of Europe during his declin­ 
ing 
days. 
Prince 
Bismarck has 
been 
as 
constant to liis master 
in this policy, as ever he had been 
in the opposite course. 
Religious 
difficulties, those ancient and ugly 
matters which beset all rulers of the 
old world have had much attention at 
the hands of the great Emperor and 


of his great Chancellor. The wine of 
tho new era is running a full stream 
in th e veins of the German people, 
and aspirations for a greater measure 
of self-government have also been 
thorns in the sides of Em peror and 
Prince. N either of them ever had 
much sym pathy with popular forms 
of government, and they 
yielded 
slowly to any dem ands in this direc­ 
tion. 
Much progress, however, has 
been made in reconciling difference 
of views in m atters both of church 
and state. 
The dead Em peror was a great 
man. 
Few greater have lived on the 
tidos of m odern times. 
He held fast 
to great principles, and was inspired 
with high am bitions. 
He had great 
faith in three things : In Prince Bis­ 
marck, in Germany and in God. The 
service of his country and of G xl 
were the ruling emotions of his soul. 
To these great ends, as he saw them , 
ho 
bent 
all 
his energies. 
Had 
he lived two week9 longer ho had 
been ninety-one years old, a great age 
to reach. During his time lie saw great 
things come to pass, and in the his­ 
tory of his time his nam e will be writ­ 
ten in such wise that it will never be 
forgotten.

GENERAL RAILWAY GOSSIP. 


Damnee Done by tho Storm—All 
Trains to San Diego Aban­ 
doned Indefinitely. 


The following dispatch was received 
in tbia city yeBterday afternoon :

U. P. Bjr., Loa An­ 
geles, Gal.: 
Mr. T. J. Potter, let Vico President U. P. 
Ry., died this morning at Washington, at 
11:20. 
(Signed) D. W, Hitchcock. 
Mr. Ilcchtuian immediately upon 
receipt of the dispatch sent out orders 
to have the offices of the Union Pa­ 
cific draped in deepest mourning. 
Thomas J. Potter has heen the first 
vice-president of the Union Pacific 
Railway Company, with headquarters 
in Omaha, Neb., since May l(i, 1887. 
Ho was born in Carrol county, Ohio, 
August 18. 1840, and entered the rail 
way service in July, 1SG2, being 22 
years of age. lie served in tho capac­ 
ity of a lineman of the engineers’ 
corp3 of the Burlington and Missouri 
River road for six months. From 
the first of January, 1866, to January, 
1808, he was Station-Agent at Albia, 
Iowa, for the same road, and from 
1808 to 1873 he served the same com­ 
pany as fu*l and claim agent at Bur­ 
lington, Iowa, while from January, 
1872, to April, 1887, bis time was put 
in with tin Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railways, as follows: From 
January to August, 1873, he was Gen­ 
eral Agent at Crestón, Iowa; from 
August, 1873, to February, 1875, he 
was promoted to be Assistant Super­ 
intendent at tho same place; from 
February, 1875, to June, 1878, ho wus 
Superintendent of the Iowa division ; 
from June, 1878, to December, 1879 
he was General Superintendent; from 
Decembor, 1879, to November, 1880, 
ho was Assistant General Manager, 
with headquarters at Chicago; from 
November, 18S0, to November, 1881, 
he was General Manager, and from 
that time to September, 1884, 
he was Third Vice-President, as 
as woll as General Manager. From 
September 1884 to April 1887 he was 
First Vice-President and General 
Manager of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Q iincy and Missouri River Rail­ 
roads, etc. In April 1887 ho resigned 
his connection with tho Burlington 
roads to accept the position ho held 
at the time of his death. For several 
years he was, in addition to other 
autioa, Vice-Pre-ideat and General 
Manager of the following roads: St. 
Louis, Keokuk ami Northwestern, 
Chicago, Biirlingtou and Kansas City, 
and tho Chicago and Iowa; and Vice­ 
President of tho Hannibal and St. 
Joseph Railroad Company. Tho par­ 
ticulars or cause of Mr. Potter’s death 
were not known in this city.

The condition of the railroads en­ 
tering this city, was not much better 
yesterday than the day previous 
though every exertion is being made 
to put the lines in thorough condition 
as soon as possible. The Santa Ft' 
Co’s. bullitin board contained the fol­ 
lowing notice yesterday afternoon: 
“All trains to San Diego abandoned 
until further notice.” It is impos­ 
sible to learn in this city the extent of 
the damage anywhere on the Santa 
Fé’s lines as the Superintendent, Mr. 
J. R. Gott, is in San Bernardino, and 
no reports except 
those 
stat­ 
ing that there is some trouble, 
are sent to the officials hero. 
Mr. Williamson Dunn also went to 
San Bernardino 3’esterday morning. 
The train due here from that place at 
10:40 o’clock was delayed two bouts 
by a slight washout at San Dimas, 
that occurred just before it reached 
there. The overland, which should 
have left at 10:30 o'clock Thursday 
night, was held iu this city until 7:05 
a. m. yesterday morning, when it left 
and proceeded to San Bernard'no in 
safety, though it is stated it could not 
get further owing to tho trouole in 
the Cajon Pass. There was a consid­ 
erable slide in the Cajon on Thurs­ 
day, but it is rejiorted to have been 
cleared uo by 5 p. m., that 
afternoon, and that another and more 
serious one occurred during the night. 
The. overland train, due in this city at 
7:05 a . m. yesterday was reported as 
being held at Barstow until the road 
was cleared. No ono can tell how’ 
long that will be. The same may be 
said of the lino to San Diego. The 
road to Port Bal Iona has been repaired 
and the trains ran there as usual yes­ 
terday. 
The Southern Pacific reports a bad 
break one hundred yards long and 
four deep at Whitewater, which oc­ 
curred during Thursday night, but 
which was 
“cribbed” by 
10 
a. 
m . yesterday. The mo-t serious 
trouble is 
the giviug away of 
the Santa Ana bridge just east of Col­ 
ton. Five supports of this bridge 
washed out early yesterday morning, 
making it impassable. A pile-driver 
was sent out immediately, and it is 
believed the bridge will be repaired 
by this morning, if no: sooner. This 
accident prevented the arrival of the 
train due at 9 :30 o’clock last night 
from the East, and also prevented the 
train which left this city at O p. m. for 
the East going further than Colton. 
No. 20. for San Francisco, was made 
up in this city, and left on time for 
that place, as that road is per­ 
fectly safe, though necessarily a 
little 
soft. 
The big washout 
between Anaheim and Downey, or the 
Santa Ana branch, was cribbed up 
and made safe for the passage of 
trains unless more rain falls, when 
there is a strong probability that every 
bit of the cribbing may be washed 
out.

Mr. E. H. Hall has been since last 
July chief clerk to Superintendent J. 
R. Gott, of the O. C. and C. S. rail­ 
way system in this city and has given 
perfect satisfaction. 
Mr. Gott, as a

appointed him Chief Clerk of the 
Freight Department at San Diego, and 
Mr. Hall will leave for that place next 
week. He has been in tho railway 
service for about four years, having 
served three years of that in the em­ 
ploy of the C. & O. Railway at New­ 
port News. The position he is to as­ 
sume at Ban Diego is one of much re­ 
sponsibility, and is a particular fine 
compliment to Mr. Hall’s ability, when 
it is known that he is only nineteen 
years of age. Mr. E. M. Cadman will 
take Mr. Hall’s place, and it is per­ 
fectly safe to predict that he will give 
us much satisfaction, m did his pre­ 
decessor.

B u sin e ss T r a n s u d e d a t Y e ster­ 
d a y ’s m e e tin g . 
The Board of Supsrvisors met ycB- 
terday. Present, Supervisors Rowan, 
Martin, Venable and Ross. 
In the matter of immigration, com­ 
munications from the Board of Trade 
recommending that tho Board of 
Supervisors advertise the merits of 
Southern California in Eastern news­ 
papers, through the Pacific Coast Cor­ 
respondence Bureau of San Francisco, 
Supervisor Martin moved that the 
communication bo placed on file and 
the matter taken under advisement. 
Carried. The report of the viewers 
of the San Pedro Lumber Company 
wharf road was presented and hear­ 
ing was deferred until March 19 in 
order that a fuller report might be 
presented. 
The petition of Christian Bonko and 
others for the appointment of a Road 
Ovei seer for the Fountain Valley 
road, was presented and ordered filed. 
No action was taken. 
A petition of Harvey T. D. Wilson 
for the right of way from Eagle Rock 
Val ley toa point on tho Arroyo Seco 
at Scoville’s property for a toll road 
from Los Angeles to Pasadena, came 
l^efore the Board. Ho stated that lie 
had secured the co oi»eration of prop­ 
erty owners 
between tho city 
of I .os Angeles and Pasadena to 
build a first-class boulevard or road 
between the two cities. The deeds 
for the right ot way had been given 
for all the distance except that por 
lion as prayed for. The petition was 
read, filed and the matter was re­ 
ferred to the District Attorney for his 
opinion as to whether the Board had 
power to grant land for a toll road. 
On petition of Edward Schmidt and 
Ü.

declar­ 
ing South Pasadena incorporated 
as a sixth class citv, be rescinded, and 
the same declared null and void, on 
the grounds that the original petition 
did not contain 100 names of duly 
qualified voters residing in said dis­ 
trict ; that the boundary lines as de­ 
scribed iu said petition were vague, 
inaccurate and uncertain, and that 
said election was improperly and il­ 
legally conducted, insomuch that the 
ballots used thereat contained words 
other than are pi escribed by the code.

On motion of Supervisor Ross, the 
deed from John It. Johnson and 
others, for tho Chaffee and Webster 
road in the Garden Grove road dis­ 
trict was accepted, ordered recorded, 
and land therein described declared a 
public highway. 
In the matter of immigration, Su­ 
pervisor Martin moved that tho mat­ 
ter he deferred for the present, for 
the reason that the county is now 
allowing $100 per month, through the 
Board of Trade, for the Bureau of Im­ 
migration of tho county of Los Añ­ 
iles. Carried. 
On petition of tho Santiago Land 
and Water Company of the town of 
Earlham, for the right and franchise 
to lay, construct, maintain, keep in 
repair and operate a line of water pipe 
six inches in diameter along Chapman 
street, as they own the right of draw­ 
ing water from the Santiago cafion, 
which is a source of large supply and 
is capable of furnishing water for the 
additional maiu prayed for, Super­ 
visor Ross moved that the prayer 
of petitioners be granted.

In the death of the Em peror of Ger­ 
m any the central figure in European 
affairs is removed from the scene of 
action. It is perm itted few mortals to 
in h ab it the flesh for so long a term as 
did Em peror W illiam. 
To a still 
sm aller num ber of men does it come 
to see such great events as have taken 
place in his tim e. 
His life covers the 
most memorable century in history. 
G reat wars in his tim e have shaken 
the political fabrics of the world to 
pieces. 
The great Napoleon 
ran 
h is 
meteor - like 
career 
while 
still the Em peror was a child. Twice 
in a year he entered the capital of 
F rance with the allied armies of 
Europe, whose total forces were barely 
sufficient 
to 
subdue that gallant 
nation led by the unparalleled genius 
of the Corsican subaltern. 
H e who 
as a boy thus saw' the man who had 
trodden down his country brought to 
bay, lived to see his own arm ies cap­ 
ture the same capital and drive from the 
throne the rem nant of the Napoleonic 
dynasty. 
As an interested onlooker 
he twice saw th e combined forces 
of 
Europe 
drive 
back 
the 
fell 
powers of Russia into the lair of the 
N orthern bear,and snatch the coveted 
prey from the paws of the despoiler. 
H e witnessed and aided in the re­ 
uniting of Italy. 
And as the great 
work of his life, the ambition of his 
heart, he saw Germany made one in 
governm ent and laws, as it is in lan­ 
guage and blood. 
HLa was a great 
achievem ent which crowns his name 
w ith im perishable glory. 
And, how­ 
ever much we m ay differ from many 
of 
his 
views 
on 
the 
best 
modes of 
governm ent, 
we 
must 
all 
honor 
the 
singleness 
of 
purpose, the high aims, the noble 
am bition, the purity of character, the 
large patriotism , and the high trust 
in God, which were the lights by 
w hich he always sought to guide his 
steps. Greatness was stam ped on all 
h e undertook, and there was no lit­ 
tleness of mind in any act of his life 
to m ar his reputation 
before the 
world. 
In material things, w hat vast de­ 
velopments have the eyes of the Em ­ 
peror, now closed in death, seen 
brought ab o u t! The art of printing, 
a t hia birth, was a crude and im per­ 
fect matter. 
How great the progrees 
to a modern perfecting press, such as 
a m etropolitan newspaper is obliged 
to 
use! 
Railroads, 
steamships 
and 
telegraphs 
were 
unknown 
until 
half 
the 
Em peror’s 
life 
had been 
passed. 
The material 
w ealth of the world has increased 
m ore in the century covered by E m ­ 
peror W illiam’s career, than it did in 
all the centuries of the Christian era 
preceding his birth. 
In all intellectual and social affairs 
quite as great progress has been made 
as in m echanical arts and their ap­ 
pliances. 
H is own Germany has 
been lifted np to a most exalted plane 
of m ental betterm ent as compared with 
th e condition of the people when the 
century began. 
No m an before him 
ever saw such vast movements for the 
betterm ent of the race in all the ele­ 
m ents th at make life worth living. In 
all those grand achievem ents the dead 
Kaiser bore him self proudly, and was 
one of the prim e factors in all 
branches of this stupendous progress. 
Elsewhere in the Hkkalij will l>e 
found a complete sketch of his life, 
which has been prepared for a few 
days past and was intended to appear 
simultaneously with the announce­ 
ment of his death. The lateness of the 
hour on Friday morning when this 
sad news was made a certainty pre­ 
cluded the possibility of making room 
¿or it in the issue of yesterday.

A S u c c e s s f u l P i o n e e r . 
Few people in this section are better 
known than Rev. Charles F. Loop, of 
Pomona. 
Mr. Loop is a clergyman 
of the Episcopal church, and came 
to California in poor health in 1863 
He settled first at Santa Cruz, but re­ 
moved to Los Angeles in 1808 
In 
spite of the climate, Mr. Loop’s health 
rem ained more or less impaired, and 
he found regular professional work 
very trying. 
H e was by no means a 
young man even then, and mission­ 
ary work in this section in its then 
crude state, was most exacting in its 
dem ands. 
In 1874 Mr. Loop removed to Po­ 
mona, and with Mr. Me°sere took up 
about 2400 acres of land. The Southern 
Pacific road at th a t tim e stopped at 
Spadta. The rest of the journey had 
to be made iu wagons. W here Pomona 
with her 5,000 inhabitants now stands, 
in 1874 was a sheep walk. The plain 
was as bare of vegetation as a desert, 
excepting 
the 
natural 
grasses 
of the rainy season. 
Houses there 
were none far or near. 
Mr. Loop’s interest in the ranch 
represented about 800 acres of land. 
The claim took in the ciénegas and 
cañón whence Pomona receives most 
of her water supply. 
For 14 years 
this clerical farmer toiled away on this 
property. 
From time to time portions 
were epíi to other settlers until last 
Monday 
morning w hat 
he stood 
possessed of was somewhat more than 
100 acres 
of well watered 
land. 
He 
had 
planted 
this 
to 
fruits 
of 
all 
sorts, 
and 
had 
brought his trees to a most splendid 
state of cultivation 
and maturity. 
Readers of the H e r a l d of yesterday 
will recall an interview with Professor 
Budd, of Iowa, one of the F ruit Com­ 
missioners. 
H e spoke of apple or­ 
chards in R ussia far up the Volga. 
Professor Budd brought to the United 
States many choice varieties of the 
apple and of other fruits. 
While in 
California he visited nearly all poiuts 
of interest, and among these were Po­ 
mona. 
H ere he inspected Mr. Loop’s 
orchard and was gratified as well as 
surprised to find some of the apples 
he had brought from the Volga flour­ 
ishing in the greatest perfection in 
the orchard at Pomona. 
Side by side with these Rus.-iun ap­ 
ples were growing in quite as perfect 
a state of development, Tungerine 
oranges from the royal gardens at 
Saignon, in Cochin China. 
W ith the 
hardy fruits of the tem perate zone 
are found in this fine orchard the 
most delicate of those grown in semi- 
tropical climates. 
Mr. Loop’s success in this matter 
stands as an exponent of m any simi­ 
lar successes scored in fruit-growing 
in this section. He was not a farmer, 
nor a horticulturist. 
He is a highly- 
educated m an, with a mind whose 
faculties are thoroughly trained by 
severe logical methods. He was not 
troubled by superstitions about plant­ 
ing earn in the full of the moon, or by 
any such musty rural notions. He 
worked in his orchard all the week, 
and on Sundays exercised the func­ 
tions of his sacred calling as he 
found opportunity to do so. 
Many 
would 
say 
he 
would 
be 
vis­ 
ionary, a theorist in his farming. 
Nothing of the sort. 
He applied his 
well trained m ind with success in the 
new bent, and success is the result of 
his c lear headed methods of dealing 
w ith the soil. He is only one of many 
of sim ilar, or kindred m ental equip­ 
m ent, who have, by their knowledge, 
m ade fruit culture bo successful in 
this section. 
How successful he is may be seen 
by reference to the real estate sales in 
the H e r a ld to-day. 
On Tuesday last 
he sold his 100 acres of orchard for 
$1,000 per acre, or for a gross amount 
of 1100,000. 
W hen it is observed that 
the purchase has been made by a firm 
of real estate dealers, the best inform­ 
ed on these m atters about Pomona, it 
will be seen that there is no inflation 
of values in the transact on. It is 
bought to sell again, and there is sup­ 
posed to be a margin of profit in it for 
the buyers. 
Mr. Loop’s many friends will rejoice 
with him in this large measure of suc­ 
cess which crowns his wise foresight 
and intelligently directed enterprise. 
He reserves a little patch of nearly 20 
acres for a perm anent homestead for 
his family. 


T h e Express wonders where we get 
our authority for putting the season’s 
rainfall here at 26 inches. That pa­ 
per knows well enough that our report 
is furnished by Mr. C. Ducommun, 
who has measured the rainfall of this 
city for twenty-six years. The accur­ 
acy of hi3 measurements have been 
satisfactorily proven.

correct records of the rainfall. 
The

Ducommun gauge may have been 
tam pered with by small boys pouring 
water into it and thus misleading its 
ow ner! 
The gauge is so situated that 
it cannot be tampered with by e ith e r, 


small or big boys, although it might 
be reached by one of the Express's 
“tremolos.” It is simply ridiculous 
to put the rainfall of Los Angeles this 
season at 13.50 inches. That is about 
as near accurate as the table furnished 
us by the Signal Service headquarters 
at San Francisco, in which the total 
rainfall for the season at Sacramento 
is set down at 7.96! 


A b o u t s t r i k e * . 
There are two ways of looking at a 
thing—as the aucient Scots aud Piets 
found out after years of disputation 
over the composition of the shields 
which, m arking the boundary line 
that neither m ight * trespass, were 
golden on one side and silver on Ihe 
other.

That rates of wages which prevail for 
locomotive engineers, firemen, brake- 
inen and even grade hands on the 
Union Pacific and on the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe, operating in 
the identical territory in which the 
Burlington competes, should also pre­ 
vail on the last named road. This is 
only fair to the other systems of rail­ 
way and the wonder is not that the 
agitation for equality has finally come, 
hut th at the officers of the Burlington 
have been able to postpone it for 
so long.

Suppose, now, that when the first one 
thousand miles of the svs era had 
been com pleted; when the profits 
amounted to say, generous interest 
on $30.000,000. the 
company had 
attached 
a 
school 
to 
ono 
of 
their 
m achine 
shops, 
and said 
to 
their 
em ployees: 
“ You 
ore 
good 
men ; 
you 
have 
good 
children; we want those children, if 
their tastes run in the same channels 
as your own, to succeed you when you 
retire. 
We understand perfectly that 
intelligence is valuable; send your 
boys to our school, we want to give 
them the opportunity to become efñ 
cient men. 
It would no1 have cost 
very much. 
The company would 
never have felt it, and about fifteen 
years ago a hundred of these young 
men would have been rea ly to enter 
the service of the company as engin­ 
eers, conductors, clerks, and in other 
departm ents of the company, the 
num ber would have been increased 
every year, and by this time there 
would have been two thousand of 
there men employed. 
Does any one 
think there would have been any 
strike? 
The first of the above views is 
simply an appeal for an equation of 
pay as between employes in general 
who perform the same or similar 
duties; the second is a very delight­ 
ful patriarchial theory. Neither is 
what is wanted. The technical point, 
or rather, the patent cause which led 
to the strike of the Brotherhood of 
Engineers fails of conveying the re­ 
motest idea of the underlying feeling 
of discontent which prevails among 
the workers, and which made the dis­ 
crimination of wages the pretext for 
assailing the monopoly wliich em­ 
ployed them. 
The Trade Unions of 
the United States have openly de­ 
clared war against capitalistic corpor­ 
ations, 
monopolies 
and 
combin­ 
ations—war to 
the 
knife—and 
a 
strike 
of 
a 
conservative 
labor 
body 
like 
the 
Brotherhood 
means more than appears on the sur­ 
face. 
It means that labor will not 
rem ain contented while it receives 
but $1.50 a day, while the profit of 
the same day’s work, which is $8.50, 
goes into the pockets of the employ­ 
ing corporations. I t means further 
ihat the American workingman will 
rem ain discontented, and rebell often 
until he has a hand in the profit- 
sharing—until he has a fair and pro­ 
portionate share of the 
immense 
profits which he creates by his labor, 
and which is garnered by organized 
capital. Co-operation is the future 
weapon with which labor will attack 
and 
resist the aggrandizement of 
capital and 
profit-sharing 
is 
the 
genesis of its growth. This is the 
hand-writing on the wall.

Terry*» Retirem ent to Take Place 
in April—Miles’ Claims 
Strongly Advocated. 


| A nocla ted Press Dispatches to the Hl&ALD. 
F an F ra n c isc o , March 0.—At this 
morning’s session of the Viticultural 
ists. H. W. McIntyre, of Vina, read a 
paperon“ Dislillation of grape brandy.’ 
The writer in his paper suggested 
modes of procedure which may be 
adopted at the beginning, and im 
proved by experience. The work of 
distillation was then described at 
length. Mr. McIntyre then went ou 
to say that the boiling and vaprrizing 
point of subtancos in wine material is 
the chief tiling to be considered in the 
construction of distilling apparatus, 
The sinplest form of such apparatus 
consists if a retort surmounted by a 
copper cap, a vapor pipe attached to 
the cap, and prolonged to a form of 
condensing tube and a wooden vessel 
containing cold water, through which 
the condensing tube is made to p¡ 
Many suggestions as to the process of 
distillation were made by the writer. 
Secretary E. H. Rixford, of the 
Vine-Growers’ and Wine-Makers’ 
Association, then read a paper on 
“ so-called sherry flavors in wine/' 
The flavors known as “gout deruncio’ 
was treated of. 
In the judgment of 
the writer such a flavor is desirable 
in fortified wines blit not iti table 
wines. 
The flavor, he thought, in 
most instances, was due to the 
aldehyde produced by ^oxidation. He 
suggested as a remedy to keep table 
wines free from the air. 
The danger 
was pointed out that the same causes 
which promote the maturity of wine 
will cause degeneration, and make it 
prematurely old. 
TASTING THE WINE. 
By noon to-day the members of the 
Viticultural Convention had sampled 
200 exhibits, leaving 151 still to be 
tested. The committee testing the 
competilive samples have finished 
about half of them. They are expect - 
e d to report their decision to-morrow. 
At the evening session Chas. Wet- 
morc read a paper on “ Wine Industry 
viewed from a Political Standpoint.” 
A. A. Pellet read a paper 011 “ Fer­ 
mentation,” and Prof. Hussman, of 
Napa, on “The Results of the lute 
Vintage.”

W a sh in g to n , March 9.—Investiga­ 
tion into the sugar trust was resumed 
by tho House Committee on Manu­ 
facturers this morning. Mr. Parsons, 
attorney for the trust, was again 
placed on the stand. 
Representative 
Hopkins 
asked 
whether the price of sugar had been 
increased by the creation of the 
trust, and witness answered that in 
his opinion it had not. The stock of 
the refineries purchased by the mem­ 
bers of the board since the formation 
of the trust, had been acquired by 
transfer from a large number of 
stockholders, but all had been pur­ 
chased at one transaction. 
Chairman Bacon called witness’s 
attention to a decision announced by 
the committee yesterday, that it 
would insist upon the amount of the 
certificate with which each company 
entered into the trust being given. 
Parsons explained that ho had no 
authority to furnish the desired in­ 
formation. While it is ’he desire of 
all parties to furnish any information 
which bears upon legislation, there 
are large private interests which 
might be hurt by inquiry into matters 
purely private.

No Signs of Yielding by the 
C, B. & Q. Strikers- 


ACTION OF THE OTHER ROADS 


Probability That a Lock-Out W ill 
be Declared ou the Santa 
Fe System. 


! Associated Presa Dispatches to the H ibald 
C h ic a g o , March 9.—All court pro­ 
ceedings by the Burlington Railway 
againi-t Chief Arthur and the Wabash 
Railway were brought to a sudden 
halt by Judge Gresham this after­ 
noon. He announced that the whole 
matter had been postponed until Mon­ 
day. The’reason for the delay is osten­ 
sibly to give the attorneys for the Wa­ 
bash time to prepare an answer, but 
the Burlington did not particularly op­ 
pose the postponement. 
AN INTERVIEW WITH ARTHUR. 
“ The attitude of the brotherhood at 
this juncture,” said Chief Arthur this 
afternoon, when some time suhse 
quent to Judge Gresham’s postpone­ 
ment of the action ho was asked to 
define his position, “is practically 
identical with a statement which 
has api>eared most opportunely.” 
Mr. Arthur had in his hand as he 
spoke an editorial clipped from a 
morning paper, which has heretofore 
opposed the stand taken by the en­ 
gineers. This article strongly favored 
resort to arbitration to avert the 
threatened great injury to business. 
“Now,” sail Mr. Arthur, “ the 
point is that the brotherhood is and 
has been ready to submit the whole 
matter to three disinterested persons 
for settlement.” 
“ But Mr. Morton speaking for the 
company claims that there is nothing 
to arbitrate,” said the reporter. 
“That is a question of fact,” said 
Arthur dryly, “ of which wc must al­ 
low the people to be judge. If Mr. 
Morton’s claim is correct, how is it 
that the Burlington Company, with 
many hundreds of miles of country 
dependent upon it, is that only thirty 
per cent of the business it was when 
the strike began? The proposition is 
manifestly absurd. Not only in our 
own interest, but in the interests of 
the public, who 60 far have been the 
principal suffers, we say that there 
are ample grounds for arbitration. 
L want it to go on record before the 
public, that we are now, as we always 
lmvo been, willing and ready to 
arbitrate.” 
GOOD NEWS FOR THE COMPANY. 
A dispatch received at the head­ 
quarters of the Burlington system in 
Chicago, this afternoon, from the Gen­ 
eral Manager of the Burlington and 
Missouri Railroad at Omaha, says: 
“Judge Dundy, of the United States 
Court, has this day issued an order 
requiring the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company to take our business in ac­ 
cordance with the Interstate Com­ 
merce law, and restraining the en­ 
gineers of the Union Pacific Company 
from refusing our business, also re­ 
straining the engineers from striking, 
combining or confederating for the 
purpose of organization or advising 
a strike. 
AFFAIRS ON THE TAN HANDLE HOAD. 
The relations between the Panhan­ 
dle Railroad Company and the en­ 
gineers are greatly strained by com­ 
plications due to the Burlington strike, 
and a meeting of the men’s grievance 
committee was convened this after­ 
noon to decide the advisability of de­ 
claring a strike on the Panhandle. 
LEGAL POINTS RAISED. 
O m aha, March 9.—C. J. Green, gen 
eral attorney for the Burlington and 
Missouri Railroad, brought suit in the 
equity in the United States Court to­ 
day and has obtained a restraining or­ 
der from Judge Dundy enjoining the 
Union Pacific Railroad, its officers anil 
agents, and particularly its engineers, 
from refusing to perform their duties 
under the interstate commerce law 
and also restraining the engineers of 
the Union Pacific Railroad from strik­ 
ing or from organizing or combining 
to direct any strike. Mr. Green pro­ 
ceeds upon the theory that when men 
combine together for an unlawful 
púnase and in furtherance thereof 
agree to strike or to organize a strike 
they thereby place in the hands of 
such combination their individual 
right to quit employment and there­ 
after are the agents of such combina­ 
tion acting for the entire body so that 
when a strike occurs each individual 
not ouly quitsjwork for himself but for 
every other member of such combi­ 
nation. 
The order was served late this after­ 
noon and hearing for a permanent in­ 
junction will begin on Monday. 
ANOTHER DISASTER OCCURS. 
Atchison, Ivan., March 9.—A col­ 
lision occurred yesterday eveniug on 
the Burlington and Missouri River 
road. The through Denver passenger 
which left this city in the morning 
was standing on the track at Hum­ 
boldt, Neb., when a southbound pass­ 
enger front Lincoln, in charge of a 
Reading engineer, dashed into the 
station at the rate of ten miles an 
hour. The fireman, conductor and 
brakeman were more or less injured. 
Mr. Edmonds, of Lincoln, was badly 
bruised and injured internally. A 
traveling man, whose name is not yet 
known, was seriously injured. 
DECISION OF THE DULUTH ROAD. 
St. Paul, March 9.—President 
Fisher of the St. Paul and Duluth, 
notified the Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive Engineers to-day that his road 
would handle C. B. & Q. and Burling­ 
ton and Northern cars. The St. Paul 
and Duluth engineers say that the 
men on that road will strike within 
twenty-four hours. 
STRIKE ON THE SANTA FE PHOHARLK. 
T o pek a, Kae., March 9.—The Griev­ 
ance Committee of the Santa Fe road 
to-day notified the officials that on 
and after Sunday the engineers will 
refuse to handle, receive or transfer 
any Barlingtou freight or any passen­ 
ger traffic in the interest of that sys­ 
tem. The officials of the company 
referred them to the Interstate Com­ 
merce law and said that the matter 
would be referred to the President 
and Board of Directors in Boston for 
action. The members of the commit­ 
tee say that there will be a general 
strike, although many engineers may 
quit rather than handle the Burling* 
ton cars.
